The United States has agreed to the suspension 
of the free convertibility clause in its loan 
agreement with G r e at Britain ^as a means of 
conserving Britain's; dwindling supply of U.S. 
dollars. Under the terms of the free - converti- 
bility clause, Britain was required; to honor all 
demands by mi nuns' holding sterling credits in 
U.S. dollars thus undergoing a severe drain upon 
its dollar supply. 

The announcement of the suspension of the 
clause has aroused considerable misgivings as 
to its effect on Canada's already precarious ex- 
change position. Canada has been exporting to 
Britain on payment of 50 percent in U.S. dollars 
and 50 percent on drafts against the. Canadian 
loan to Britain, The suspension of free con* 
vertibility cannot ultimately avoid effecting 
American dollar payments. 

At the same time, imports to Canada from the 
United States have reached a record peak for 
the first six months of the year with a resul- 
ting adverse trade balance of $488 million. The 
payments by Britain /in American dollars have 
helped to prevent a heavier liability. Some 
$220 million has been paid to Canada in U.S. 
dollars from the American loan to Britain but 
indications now are that the suspension of free 
convertibility has meant an end to this source 
of American dollars for Canada. 

Sir Wilfrid Eady, chief of the British finan- 
cial mission to Washington, is quoted as saying 
"Canada's position will be seriously effected by 
what we have iUmo and negotiations with her 
treasury officers are going on at this moment." 
And again, "Canada is in real difficulty." In 
reply, the minister of finance,- Hon. Douglas 
Abbott, has said that the suspension of the con- 
vertibility clause will have little effect on Can- 
ada. . 

• 

There is speculation that Mr. Abbott's state- 
ment can be taken as an indication that Canada 
will insist on continuing dollar payments. If 
so, it hardly does credit to ministerial intelli- 
gence. Britain is Canada's best customer; it is 
very much to Canada's interest to maintain its 
trade with Britain. To continue a drain upon 
Britain's dollars is to add to Britain's difficulty 
in maintaining that trade. 

Most disquieting aspect of the crisis is what 
amounts to official indifference towards the 
public by Canadian officials. Any Canadian 
tourist who has attempted to pay with Canadian 
dollars south of the border is aware of the dis- 
repute our currency has fallen into. There can 
be little confidence in Mr. Abbott's statement 
in view of this anil the foregoing facts. It is 
only now, according to one report from Ottawa, 
that the 50-50 payment for Canadian goods has 
become public although in effect for some 
months. 

Canada is caught between the need to correct 
its adverse trade balance with the United States 
and the need to continue its exports to a Britain 
no longer able to pay in United States dollars. 
The decisions made to correct this situation will 
have a lasting effect on Canadian economy. 
The public has a right to a frank statement of 
government policy. Failing that, the public can 

only conclude that the government lacks a 

policy. *

KetUby— For some 75 years or 
more the red brick' church, first 
known &s Kettleby Methodist 
and Inter as Kettleby United, has 
been standing as a lighthouse on 
the hill. It was well built with 
stone, brick and mortar but 
time takes its toll and finally the 
church had to be closed for re* 
pairs and alterations. 

This old building, which is 
one of King township's land 
marks, was closed in late June 
with repairs and decorating star- 
ting at once.

Hamilton and Russell, both of 
Toronto, were charged with 
stealing 3,009 feet of lumber 
valued ot approximately $250, 
from If. Dike, Mount Albert, and 
with stealing a quantity of sod, 
value under $25, from Walter 
Case, Mount Albert. Harry Rose 
acted for the defence. Both men 
pleaded not guilty to both 
charges. 

Dawson Dike,' Mount Albert, 
said the lumber had been taken 
from a farmyard where it was 
being stored on July 22. "Wo 
bought the lumber from Matt 

Little, Mount Albert, had it cut 
by a small portable sawmill 
owned and operated by Bruce 
Rolling. Mount Albert, and stor- 
ed it on the property from which 
it was stolen. I did not give any- 
one authority to remove the 
lumber, which was cut into 1% 
inch pine for sash, and I report- 
ed the theft to Constable - Jar- 
dine. 
Said He Saw Lumber 

"I saw some lumber later at a 
lumber yard on Kingston Road, 
(and I identified it as mine by the 
saw marks. It -was; the some 
kind of lumber and "Was cut the 
same size. The pile was about 
the same size too. I have no 
doubt but that it was the same 
lumber," Dike said.

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lumber some two months before 
he discovered it had been stolen, 
and that the markings were 
Dike's only means at identifica- 
tion.

If there is one thing that en- 
hances the beauty of a home 
more than anything else, it's a 
beautiful green lawn. As the 
best time to take care of it is at 
this time, a few words on the 
subject of lawn making or re- 
pairing should be appropriate 
this week. 

Each one of you will have to 
decide for hirpself what his 
lawn needs. Those of you who 
feel that your lawn is too far 
gone to repair had better get a 
head start now and dig it over 
even if the seed is not to be sown 
until later. This has a trifle 
advantage. First thc green mat- 
ter turned under starts to decay. 
Secondly thc ground gets a 
chance to settle and thirdly any 
weed seeds in the soil have a 
chance to germinate and can be 
destroyed before you sow your 
grass seed. Dig under any grass 
and short annual weeds and per- 
ennial weed roots should be re- 
moved as much as possible. Fall 

weeds' should be cut off and 
added to your compost heap 
and the stubble turned under. 

Dig as deep as you can with- 
out turning up more than an 

inch of the subsoil. As the lawn 
Ss expected to last a long time, 
good soil is important. If pos- 
sible get enough manure to make 

a three inch layer covering the 
entire area. This should go on 
before digging. If you are un- 
able to get manure then humus 

or pent moss about an inch and 
a half deep should bo applied 
after digging and worked into 
the top three inches of soil. 
Grade your lawn so that it has 
a fairly even shape from the 
highest point. 
Watch Your "PH" 

If your soil has a PH of 7 or 
over an application of lime is 
indicated. Use five to ten lbs. 
of agricultural lime per 100 
square feet. 

The PH is the degree of acid- 
ity or alkalinity of the soil. PH 
7 is neutral while PIW or higher 
is strongly alkaline. Fll Q is 
slightly acid and PH 5 or under 
strongly acid. If in doubt, send 
a sample of your soil to the De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

On the seed you buy, depends 
to a great extent the succor or 
failure of your new lawn. As 
I said before your lawn b ex* 
pected to last a long time and 
the cost of quality seed spread 
over the year is very small, 
while the low-priced seed con- 
taining a high percentage of an- 
nual grass requires an annual 
expense and continued labour 
keeping the lawn in shape.
